If he had 
done what he first thought he did, and what he 
first said he did, then certainly he would have 
been guilty of undermining the Executive branch, 
and it is playing with words to pretend other- 
wise. Is a blow at the solar plexus any less a 
blow because it fails to land? 

The interesting question is why the Admin- 
istration feels it advisable to construct an essen- 
tially misleading picture of this whole affair. 
The President wants harmony with Congress, of 
course. But McCarthy is not Congress, and har- 
mony with him will not be achieved by a ficti- 
tious interpretation of his activities. , 

The fact is that McCarthy has been slugging 

the Administration with every weapon that came 
to hand. What will be accomplished by maintain- 
ing an official pretense that this is not so? Is 
this the way to draw McCarthy's fangs? We shall 
see.

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Toronto Federates

But Toronto at least is moving 
in an effort to solve the major problem that 
besets all big eitieg-the problem of adapting an 
archaic structure of local government to the 
facts df modern metropolitan life. 
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The Yocom Bill 
Somebody ought to introduce a bill in the 
Missouri Legislature providing that every city, 
before it paves a city block or installs a parking 
meter, should hold a referendum to find out if 
the voters approve. 

This would be a silly bill, but no sillier than 
the one introduced by Representative Robert E. 
Yocom (Rep.), of Springfield, to require a-refer- 
endum on the construction of every public hous- 
ing project undertaken by a municipal authority. 

Wittingly or not, Representative Yocom is 
carrying an old and very battered pail of water 
for the private real estate interests. The ene- 
mies of public housing have long advocated the 
referendum proposal in the hope that they could 
kill off public ‘housing by this device. They fig- 
ure that they might be able to drum up opposi- 
tion to a particular housing project where they 
could not beat public housing in general, and so 
cripple by stages a program which the people 
support as a whole. 

Public housing is, of course, subject to a ref- 
erendum every time a city administration which 
supports it comes before the voters. St. Louis is 
having such a referendum in its mayoral election 
right now. The Yocom bill deserves a quiet and 
not necessarily decent burial at Jefferson City. 
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Fifty Years on Wheels 

In an amazing half-century which saw the 
country literally put on wheels, the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association has had a history 
to match. Celebrating fts fiftieth anniversary 
now, it looks back to its birth at Chicago at a 
meeting held when the first 143 miles of paved 
road in the United States were opened! It was 
the time when, in the words of The Hartford 
Courant, “horsepower began to shift from hooves 
to combustion chambers.” 

Since then the AAA has let no grass grow un- 
der its tires. It was instrumental in bringing 
about federal contributions to the state highway 
building programs and enactment of the Dyer 
anti-theft act. It has helped remove barriers to 
travel across state lines and establish uniform 
motor vehicle laws and fair traffie laws. It has 
agitated for speed legislation, limitations on the 
size, weight and speed of trucks and busses, and 
standard highway regulations. 

It has helped develop uniform marking of 
streets and highways, and has worked for road- 
side protection, Its model safety-responsibility 
law has been adopted by many states, and it has 
developed a “Parking Manual” and made studies 
of urban traffic problems. 

It assists 6000 high schools in complete courses 
of driver education with dual control training 


cars, has enrolled 550,000 boys and girls in its 


school safety patrélé. th the United States and

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Four Defeats for Scheal Reform 


Not the least of the many good reasons for 
putting the St. Louis public school system under 
a single administrator is that it could lead to 
financial savings. And because of the School 
Board's precarious financial condition, it was 
reasonable to assume that the St. Lopis delega- 
tion in the Missouri House would move heaven 
and earth to give the school system this oppor- 
tunity. 

Unhappily, however, reason does not appear 
to guide some of the city’s legislators. Led by 
St. Lodis’s three Walshes—Repr tatives Jen- 
nie S., Thomas A, and Eugene P. Walsh—the 
House has defeated the O unit control bill. 
on-four occasions. On the try, Representa- 
tives Lavin and O'Reilly also voted against it, 
and Representatives Curran, Green, Griffin, Lay, 
Raiffie and Tyus were either absent or failed 
to vote. What a record! 

A similar bill is awaiting action in the State 
Senate. It needs amending but that ought to pre- 
sent little difficulty provided the city’s seven 
Senators will stand up for it. 

And they ought to make a real fight for the 
measure. If it can get through the Senate, the 
House would have still another opportunity to 
permit the schools the administrative unity they 
must have. By then, perhaps, the Walshes and 
the others may not be so willing to kill a plan 
that can lead to greater efficiency and economy 
in the St. Louis schools. 

Unit control for the schools is so sound and 
vital a principle that it is bound to be adopted 
some time. The only question is when. No 
opportunity to achieve this reform now instead 
of two or four years hence should be allowed 
to slip by. 
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The Delay on Immigration 

80 far this session of Congress has done noth- 
ing to reyise the McCarran Immigration Act, 
and the situation at the White House seems to 
me New Fork. Times reported that President 
Eisenhower instructed Secretary of State Dulles 
to talk with congressional leaders about amend- 
ing the McCarran law. But a White House 
spokesman said neither the President nor Mr. 
Dulles remembered any such conversation, and 
there was no available information as to what 
the Administration might do. 

This is a peculiar state of affairs. The injus- 
tices of the immigration law were a constant 
campaign theme last fall. Both presidential can- 
didates attacked the law. As a candidate, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said that “we must repeal the 
unfair provisions.” As President, in his State of 
the Union message, he also called for revision. 

Yet now there seems to be no definite word 
of action by the President. If the White House 
shows no more leadership than this, the fate 
of the McCarran Act will be left entirely to Con- 
gress, which passed it. That means that the law 
will remain on the books as is, for an unpredict- 
able period, despite the campaign pledges. 

This law has been criticized by two Presidents

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Theory and Practice on Cheese 


Administration spokesmen took a laudable but 
somewhat academic stand against the cheese 
amendment” to the Defense Production Act in 
hearings before the Senate Banking Committee. 

The “cheese amendment,” which is scheduled 
to expire June 30, imposed quota restrictions 
upon imports of cheese and other dairy products. 
As a direct result of these quotas, foreign mar- 
kets for other American farm products have 
been cut off in retaliation. Extension of ‘the 
“cheese amendment,” .as the Administration 
spokesmen argued, would damage the economic 
strength and solvency of friendly foreign coun- 
tries, which our Government has done so much 
to build up. 5 

It is good to see the new Administration align- 
ing itself on the side of fewer barriers to inter- 
national trade. But while representatives of the 
State Department tell Congress that cheese 
ought not to be subjected to import quotas, the 
unhappy fact is that cheese and other dairy 
products are now being embargoed altogether 
by the same Administration's Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Secretary Benson said he regretted the embar- 
go, for the same reasons which led State Depart- 
ment spokesmen to oppose quotas. But he felt 
he had to stop dairy imports in order to support 
the price of dairy products. 5 

Foreign poliey and domestie policy, in other 
words, cannot be separated into compartments.

I was not surprised at this reply. Having 
worked with the 1945 Constitutional Con- 
vention and its committees, I knew that 
the members attached great significance to 
the provisions giving greater home rule to 
cities and counties. „ 

Why did the men and women who wrote 
our new State Constitution believe that 
cities such as Webster Groves ought to 
given home rule? I should say that there 
were three major reasons: 

1. The framers of our State Constitution 
believed that the people who live in a 
community are the ones best qualified to 
know what kind of government they need 
and want. 

In America, we reject the idea that all 
individuals should conform to rigid pat- 
erns of life. Is it not just as logical for us 


to reject the idea that all eities of a given 


population should conform té a rigid pat- 
tern of government? A home rule charter 
puts control of a city’s government in the 
hands of the people most concerned—the 
voters and taxpayers of the city. . 


St. Louis Got Home Rule in 1876 


2. The framers of our State Constitution 
believed that home rule for cities is an ef- 
fective means of checking the drift toward 
centralized government. 

To some extent, this increasing centrali- 
zation has taken place because communi- 
ties have not been able to solve their prob- 
lems through their own efforts. A home 
rule charter puts the people of a commu- 
nity in a better position to solve their 
problems and thus makes them less de- 
pendent upon the Legislature. Strong local 
government has always been recognized as 
the foundation of our democratic way of 


e. 

3. The framers of our State Constitution 
believed that home rule for cities would 
enable members of the Legislature to do a 
better job for the State as a whole. 


When a city does not have a home rule 
charter, its officials.and citizens must go 


to Jefferson City and ask the State Legis- 


lature to pass laws concerning matters that 
are primarily of local concern. This pro- 
cedure not only wastes the time and money 
of officials and citizens, but also diverts 
the attention of the Legislature from mat- 
ters of state-wide concern. Thus the adop- 
tion of a home rule charter has real ad- 
vantages to the people of the city and also 
to the people of the entire state. 

As matter of fact, the idea of letting 
the people of a community frame and 
adopt a charter for their city government 
is older than our State Constitution of 
1945. The City of St. Louis has enjoyed 
home rule since 1876. Kansas City has op- 
erated under a home rule charter since the

on a national scale.

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GAINS BY CHEMISTRY 
IN CANCER RESEARCH 


‘Break-Through’ Seems to 
Have Been Made, Dr. Farber 
Tells Meeting Here. 


Progress and problems in can- 
cer research were reported in a 
final session today of the fiftieth 
annual meeting of the American 
Association of Pathologists and 
Bacteriologists at Hotel Jefferson. 
The “break-through” in cancer 
chemotherapy seems to have been 
made, as evidenced by striking 
temporary effects of chemical 
compounds now being tested, Dr. 
Sidney Farber, professor of path- 
ology at the Harvard University 
medical school and scientific di- 
rector of the Children’s Cancer 
Research Center at Boston, said 
yesterday. 

“This symposium is a mark of 
progress signalizing the onset of 
a new era in “cancer research,” 
Dr. Faber told the group. 

“The long years of research in 
many disciplines have reached 
the point of application of com- 
pounds of several unrelated chem- 
ical families to the treatment of 
3 or disseminated cancer 
in ma „ell 

These compounds have caused 
regression or even disappearance 
„of tumors for weeks, menths, and 
ſeven years. amin has 
caused prolongation of life in 
children suffering from the in- 
variably fatal acute leukemia for 
as long as three and a half years.

In 1952 there 
were 63 diagnosed cases of lead 
poisoning made in infants and 
children, with four deaths re- 
corded from that disease. Since 
1935 there have been 361 cases 
and 22 deaths from lead poison- 
ing reported in St. Louis. 

All of the cases investigated 
in 1952 were caused by children 
chewing on or eating material 
containing lead compounds, which 


in almost every case means paint.

SINCE 1948, when an ordi- 
nance was enacted which requires 
that discarded auto battery cases 
be disposed of so as to be per- 
manently inaccessible to the pub- 
lic, there have been no lead 
poisoning cases -caused by the 
inhalation of lead fumes from 
the use of these old battery cases 
as fuel. 

The most common cause of lead 
poisoning is apparently the habit 
of chewing paint from cribs, toys, 
furniture, woodwork and the eat- 
ing of painted plaster and falling 
paint flakes. 


While the tendency to put 
things in the mouth is normal 
during the first year of life, if 
continued into early childhood it 
is abnormal and may be a mani- 
festation of a craving for un- 
natural articles of food. Parents 
should make every attempt to 
curb any tendency of this sort 
in their children. 

When buying toys or furniture, 
be certain the paint contains no 
lead. When repainting old toys, 
children’s furniture, or the walls 
and woodwork in the home be 
sure to use a lead-free paint.
